Importance Of Driver Education 


Stressed By Two 


Explaining to Upland Coordinat- 
ing council members the aims and 
work ahead of the Upland safety 
council, two members of the safe- 
ty council spoke during the Mon- 
day evening meeting of the coor- 
dinating body. 


Stressing the importance of driv- 
er education in, combating the 
problem of traffic accidents, Col. 
Dp. J. Rutherford, chairman of the 
Upland safety council, outlined 
the aims of the education’as the 
teaching of traffic safety and 
driving in the schools, the famil- 
iarization of the vehicle code to 
the foreign-speaking drivers, and 
the proving that the traffic offi- 
cers are for public protection. 

Figures to show the growth in 
the number of traffic accidents 
and fatalities were presented by 
Col. Rutherford, who also pointed 
out that there are now 14 safety 
councils in the county working 
towards the elimination of traffic

Under Secretary of State Rob- | 
ert Lovett told a news conference 
today that a note had, been de- 
livered to Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov in Moscow yester- 
day asking full information  re- 
garding such transfers of prop- 
erty. 

Lovett said the State depart- 
ment took the position in its note 
that: 

1. All removals of property to 
Russia before the Hungarian, 
Bulgarian and Romanian peace 
treaties come into effect are “of 
provisional character”. 

2. Austrian assets in these 
countries cannot be seized on the 
grounds that they are German 
properties pending allied agree- 
ment on a definition of “German 
assets”. 

3. Only removals made in ac- 
cordance with peace treaty pro- 
visions can be recognized by the 
United States as legal. 

The note said the United States | 
is concerned because it was one 
of the signers of the peace treat- 
ies with ‘Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Romania and thus holds respons- 
ibility for enforcement of the 
pacts’ provisions,

Snow Plow Inspires Cotton Picker

SAULT STE. MARJE, Mich.— 
The man who sold ice boxes to 
the Eskimos has nothing on Aug- 
ust Zock, pioneer automotive en- 
gineer and inventor, who has de- 
veloped a vacuum cotton harvest- 
ing machine in his shop on the 
frigid shores of Lake Superlor. 

A quarter of a century research, 
study and experimentation by the 
patient Zock stands behind the 
harvester which has been stc- 
cessfully tested in Alabama and 
Texas cotton fields. 

Paradoxically it was a northern 


winter and a rotary-vacuum type | 


snowplow which inspired Zock to 
develop his harvester when he 
moved to Michigan’s northern pen- 
insula. He had moved here to 
“hole in,” weary and ill after more 
than 40 years in the automobile 
industry, and had established his 
retreat near Neomokong on the 
pine-studded shores of Whitefish 
Bay. 


Snowplow Spurred Him 


Watching the plume of snow 
spouting from a rotary plow re- 
minded Zock of his plans ana@ 
models of the cotton harvester. 

Zock’s harvester, which he

Separator’s the Secret 

The vacuum is sufficiently pow- 
erful that a touch of the nozzle to 
a ripened boll will suck it through 
the hose, into a cieaner, which 
separates the cotton from the dirt 
and debris. 


“I built my machine to aid the 
small cotton farmer,’ explains 
Zock. “I saw that unripened bolls 
were destroyed or damaged in 
other types of equipment, and it 
finally dawned on me that a ma- 
chine to aid the picker would he 
the answer.” 

Only secret to Zock’s machine 
is the device which separates the 
cotton from the dirt and leaves. 


Made It Himself 
A machinist since he was 17 
years of age, Zock did much of 
the work on his harvester. 


In field tests Zock found that 
two men can do the work of eight 
with the operators less tired than 
if they had picked by hand. He 
says the harvester does an ex- 
cellent job on “storm cotton,” 
those bolls which have dropped to 
the ground during high winds or 
rains. 


He hopes to have ten of his ma- | 


chines in the fields by next June.
